A Commin gling of Diverse and War­ 
ring Elements Makes .Miners Con­ 
ference Great Datile Giouiul. 


Politics, B u s'n ess, H i g h finance ami 
Trade I n onium May Produce 
Unexpected Results. 


Indianapolis, March 20.—The differ­ 
ences that threaten a disruption of the 
joint trade agreem ent of the bitumin­ 
ous coal miners and operators are al­ 
m ost totally obscured today by the 
Lattle for supremacy between the lead­ 
ers of some of the great financial in­ 
terests now represented here. 
Late 
yesterday afternoon a resolution was 
adopted 
that 
the 
operators 
should 
m eet the miners today out of deference 
to the wishes of President Roosevelt, 
but it was merely a truce between the 
w arring factions and not the result of 
a desire to act in accordance with the 
wishes of the chief executive. 
Although 
the operators 
voted 
to 
m eet the miners, Pennsylvania was 
the only state to nam e a scale com­ 
m ittee, and there is a probability that 
the negotiations will end in open con­ 
vention if the miners insist on an ad­ 
vance. On most reliable authority it is 
declared that a settlem ent at this junc­ 
tu re on the basis of the 1903 scale, 
which would amount to 5.55 per cent 
increase, is an absolute impossibility. 
That increase will not be granted here 
unless the faction of the operators now 
headed by J. H. W inder of Columbus, 
president of the Sunday Creek Coal 
company, recedes from its position. 
“W e have reached the limit and 
there will be no in c re a se ” was Win­ 
d ers’ 
statem ent. 
About 
him 
are 
grouped what now seems to be a m a­ 
jority of the operators, but it is learn­ 
ed that his support is crumbling and 
he and his followers may yet be in the 
minority. W inder now sits at the head 
of the operators’ conference—a posi­ 
tion held for many years by F. L. Rob­ 
bins of Pittsburg. 
The latter was de­ 
posed from the leadership, according 
to the version of the anti-Robbins fac­ 
tion, but the Robbins men say that 
their chief stepped down so that his 
hands may be untram m eled during the 
negotiations. 
There was undoubtedly 
an effort to run a mighty roller over 
Robbins and to shear him of his power, 
but he seems to be as near holding 
the whip hand as his opponents. 
A 
forecast of the situation would be less 
difficult were the real position of Rob­ 
bins known. 
As president of the 
P ittsburg Coal company, the largest 
bitum inous organization In the coun­ 
try 
and controlling factor in large 
mines in Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, 
Robbins is strongly intrenched. 
At 
the conferences of the operators yes- j 
terday he burned his bridges behind 
him and is now 
free to act as he 
chooses. 
His opponents tried all day 
to force him to show his hand, but he 
was too shrewd. 
Although It is per­ 
sistently rumored that he has assured

Indianapolis, March 20. — Governor 
Hanly has instructed Attorney General 
Miller to bring suits against ex-Au- 
ditors of S tate J. O. Henderson. Dem­ 
ocrat, and A. C. Daily. Republican, for 
$ 113,530 39. 
The a thou nT charg e d to 
Henderson is $91,962.85; tq Daily, $23,- 
667.74. 
The report is the result of 
Governor Hanly's “house cleaning” be­ 
gun after the ousting of Sherrick. The 
governor took the position that the 
auditor had no right to any portion of 
the insurance fees or taxes and that 
these moneys should be paid to the 
treasurer. 
Since the removal of Sher­ 
rick the 
insurance companies 
have 
been paying their tax* s direct to the 
treasurer. 
Under the old fee and sal­ 
ary system the auditor was supposed 
to be entitled to 25 per cent of the 
money collected by him. That amount 
was allowed until 1893, when another 
law allowing 10 per cent took effect 
Henderson deducted 10 per cent from 
the insurance taxes and fees from 1893 
until the close of his term. 
Daily was 
under the fee system less than a year 
when all fees were cut off. 
The experts show that. Henderson 
took $28,000 from tne insurance taxes 
which with interest makes him debtor 
to the state in the sum of $47,772.81 
on that score. 
The report also shows 
that Henderson converted to his own 
account $20,633.21 from the reciprocal 
insurance funds. 
With interest the 
total amount ou that charge is $37, 
826.02. 
In 1877 Ebenezer Henderson, 
then auditor, successfully contested a 
suit disputing his right to the recip­ 
rocal fees, but in 1879 the legislature 
passed an act giving the state 75 per 
cent of the fees. 
The experts allege 
that J. O. Henderson during his term 
retained all the reciprocal fees. 
Hiir 
alleged indebtedness to the state is 
augmented by errors the experts say 
they have discovered. 
By direction of 
Governor Hanly a report of the ex 
perts was communicated to Henderson 
and Daily last Friday, with a request 
for settlement. 
Henderson and Daily 
insist that they were entitled to 10 per 
cent under the law of 1891, and they 
will make a hard fight in the courts to 
maintain their ground. 
The experts 
made no report regarding the adm in­ 
istration of W. H. Hart, who succeeded 
Daily, or Sherrick, as they were not 
under the fee system.
